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Survey of the Central Pacific Rallroad. 

This is the name of a projected railroad over 
the Sierra Nevada mountains, connecting the city 
of Sacramento, California, with the Washoe min- 
eral region, and ultimately forming a great link 
in the system of railroads which will one day 
stretch across the continent. A copy of the sur- 
veys of this work, made by Tazopore D. Jupau, 
Es@., has been received. Considering the well- 
known difficulties besetting such a work, we must 
say the result is eminently satisfactory. The gist 
of the report is that the Western slope of the 
mountains, which is much more arduous than the 
Eastern, can be ascended with a grade never ex- 
ceeding one hundred and five feet to the mile, 
which is less than the steepest grade on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio road in its passage over the 
great Alleghany. 

Mr. Judah alludes to the physical obstacles 
which must be overcome in crossing the Sierra. 
The figst of them is the great elevation of that 
range, the lowest practicable passes being 7,000 
feet above tide level. This can only be Teached 
with an average grade of 100 feet to the mile on 
a base of 70 miles, allowing nothing for irregular- 
ities, This distance is only about the average 





length of the Western slope. In the present in- 
stance the distance is 81 miles. 

The second obstacle consists in the impractica- 
bility of crossing rivers in the mountains, or even 
using their banks to any great extent. The prin- 
cipal streams between the extremes mentioned 
above have cut for themselves channels from 1,000 
to 2,000 feet in depth; while their sides vary 
from perpendicular to an angle of forty-five de- 
grees. The ‘divides’ between those rivers are 
often so narrow at the top that they will scarcely 
allow the passage of a wagon along them. No 
bridges have been or probably ever will be thrown 
across most of those canons, To visit a neighbor 
within speaking distance it may be necessary to 
journey twenty miles. Usually each of the ridges 
forms a county, having its own thoroughfare en- 
tirely independent of those of its neighbors. 
Sacramento and Marysville are the great foci of 
mountain travel. 

The third great obstacle is the second summit 
of the Sierra Nevada, which is separated by a 
pretty broad table-land from the Western summit 
But in the present instance a route has been 
discovered which entirely avoids the former. 
From the few facts here given, the reader will 
readily observe that engineering is but child’s 
play in the Eastern States when compared with 
California. 

The line surveyed takes a north-easterly course 
from Sacramento for 26 thiles to Lincoln, the point 
of intersection with the California Central Rail- 
road, which is 140 feet above Sacramento. Thence 
it follows an indentation in the “foot hills,” with 
fifty feet grades, for six miles, when grades of 
eighty-four feet are first used. In its course here 
it traverses Doty’s ravine, Shipley’s ravine, Boyen 
Ranche, Sailor’s ravine, Dry Creek, Clipper Gap 
and other localities, with grades ranging from fifty 
to one hundred and five feet (the maximum). 
Near Illinoistown it passes a summit with a tun- 
nel of 500 feet; the shortest curves are also in 
that neighborbood. Further up, near Secrettown, 
two tunnels, each about 600 feet long, will be ne- 
cessary. Beyond these the line reaches Dutch 
Flat, near which it finally leaves the crest of the 
ridge and bends over to Yuba rivers For some 
distance up the latter the maximum grade will 





have to be used. The summit is exactly 7,027 
feet above the sea level. 


The descent is comparatively short and easy, 
thoygh the maximum grade will exist for some 
distance downward, The route pursued follows 
the main Truckee for a distance; then seeks the 
valley of Donner Creek, and returns to the 
Truckee, which it follows to the Washoe region. 
The general results are expressed in the following 
statement of the prominent features of the line: 


It crosses the Sierra Nevada Mountains, and 
reaches the Truckee River, in 128, and_State line 
140 miles from Sacramento. 

Big Bend of Truckee, or Humboldt Desert, is 
reached in 178 miles. 

It crosses the State at nearly its narrowest 
width. ; 

It pursues nearly a direct course from Sacra- 
mento to Big Bend-of Truckee. 

It forms a local road for the counties of Sacra- 
mento, Placer, and Nevada. 

It commands, and will perform, the entire busi- 
ness of Nevada Territory, Washoe, and the Silver 
mineral region. 

It will also command the business of oowiy- 


-jdiscovered Humboldt mineral district, Pyramid 


Lake, Esmeralda, and Mono mineral districts, 

It crosses the Truckee Meadows at the head of 
Steamboat Valley, which, with Washoe Valley and 
Eagle Valley, connects with Carson Valley, en- 
abling a branch road, with light grades, to be 
built to any point on Carson River. ° 

It reaches eastern base of Sierra Nevado in 114¢ 
miles from Summit. 

It follows the valley of Truckee River, without 
‘obstacle, to Big Bend or Humboldt Desert. 

It entirely avoids the second summit of Sierra 
Nevada. * 

Its maximum grades is 105 feet per mile, or 
— than those of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, 

The grades down the Truckee will not exceed 
40 feet per mile, 

The elevation of line is maintained, continuous- 
ly, to the summit—there being no ‘down grade 
running easterly to Sufmmit. 

An uniformly descending grade is maintained 
from the summit easterly to the Truckee, or east- 
ern base. 

Encounters no elevated plateau of table-land at 
Summit. é 

Running to and from Summit with maximum 
grades, cannot have an extensive snow-line. — 

Runs — extensive forests of Pitch and 

Sugar Pine, Fir, Cedar, and Tamarack, ipa 
ter two species of timber are abundant, and 
will furnish excellent cross-ties. 
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Crosses no deep river canons or gorges. 

Its longest tunnel will not exceed 1,350 feet in 
length, and no shafting will be required. 

Shortest radius of curvature, 578 feet. 

Navigable waters of the Sacramento River at all 
seasons of the year its western terminus; Washoe 
and the great Basin its eastern terminus. 

At Big Bend of Truckee, the line is in position 
to proceed via the Humboldt to Salt Luke, or fol- 
low the Simpson route to some point. 

Saving in distance over route via Madelin Pass 
and head-waters of Sacramento, as surveyed by 
Lieut. Beckwith, from Lassers Meadows or Hum- 
boldt crossing, 184 miles, 

Saving in cost of Pacific Railroad line, taklng 
Lieut, Beckwith’s estimate from Lasseur’s Mea- 
dows or Humboldt crossing, as compared with 
cost of present proposed line, in thirteen and one- 
half millions of dollars, 

Reduces the time of passenger transit to and 
from Washoe to 814 hours, Passengers leaving 
Virginia station at 5 a, M., will reach San Fran- 
cisco the same evening. 

Saving in cost of transportation of freight to 
citizens of Washoe or Nevada Territory, one mil- 
lion of dollars per year. 

Affords a market for low-class silver ores (now 
thrown aside), for shipment to Europe, from over 
3,000 mining claims. 

Is advantageously located for an extension to 
Oregon. 

Completes first western link of Pacific Railroad, 
overcoming its greatest difficulties, . 

As to the obstructions apprehended from snows, 
it is believed that the road can be kept open dur- 
ing the year round. Numerous observations show 
that the greatest depth of undisturbed snow at 
the summit is thirteen feet, this being the accu- 
mulation of all the storms of the winter season. 
The snow line begins on the Western side near 
Dutch Flat and terminates at Niel’s Flat, twelve 

miles east of the summit, making the whole dis- 
tance where deep snows prevail, fifty-two miles, 
Occupying either the crest or the sides of ridges, 
it is believed the snow would be easily capable of 
removal by means of ploughs. As to the absence 
of shelter in case of storms, it is observed that 
the Placerville wagon road is kept open for travel 
all winter, hotels being established every few 
miles. With a railroad built upon this route, the 
objection would be speedily obviated. 

The estimated cost of the road to the State 
line, 140 miles, is $12,380,000, or an average of 
$88,428 per mile for a single track. Adding esti- 
mates to Virginia station, it amounts to $13,270,- 
000, or to Humboldt Desert (178 miles) $14,- 


880,000, 





Coal Oil Wells of Pennsylvania and Canada 

The production of coal oil by the wells in Penn 
sylvania is enormous, and the amount goes on 
increasing every day. The prodigious quantity 
thrown on the market has caused a glut and re- 
duced the prices below paying standard. A Ven- 
ango paper says, that if a barrel of oil could be 
had for nothing at this time, it would not pay in 
New York the cost of freight, commission, &c. 
Still the product goes on, and the stock accumu- 
lates too fast to warrant its being stored away to 
wait for a rise. Some operators, however, are 
plugging up their wells in consequence of the low 
prices, but other wells are increasing in their 
yield. A fortnight since 20,000 barrels of oil were 
on the wharf at Oil City, Pa., waiting shipment to 
Pittsburg. At one of the great wells 114 large 
cisterns were counted, holding 30,000 barrels of 
oil, The chief vein, the Phillips, yields 3000 bar- 
rels daily. Like the others, it is fitted with a 
stop-cock, and only allowed to run as fast as the 
oil can be taken care of. The stop-cock is insert- 
ed in the tubing, which is sunk as soon as oil is 
reached. The bore of this well is five inches in 


diameter. One party at Oil Creek pays $3000 a 
day for the transportation of his oil to the various 
railroads, the nearest point being twenty miles 
distant. The Jands are leased, the owners receiv. 
ing one-half or quarter of the oil. Fleets of flat- 
boats are building to go down the river with the 
spring freshets, They are to be drawn up along- 
side the flowing wells, and by a hose will be run 
full, and then floated down to Pittsburg, the oil 
being thus taken to the refineries in bulk, ane the 
expense of barrels, which is from $2 to $2 25, 
being saved. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been lost by sinking wells where no oil vein 
has been struck. 

The oil wells of Enniskillen, Canada West, are 
reported to exceed in production those of Pennsyl- 
vanla, enormous as that production is. The Yan- 
kees are said to have got abead of the slow-mov- 
ind Canadians in availing themselves of the newly 
discovered riches, and have opened numerous 
wells. The welis are only about fifty miles from 
Detroit, and many Michigan capitalists have in- 
vested in them. About three hundred wells have 
been suuk. The principal one is said to be capa- 
ble of yielding oil sufficient to load a four hundred 
ton vessel daily. This flow has been curtailed by 
tubing, so that the daily yield is now only abont 
six or seven bundred barrels. Several extensive 
refineries have been erected in Michigan for refin- 
ing the oil from these wells. 





Pittsburg and Connellsville Railroad. 

This company was chartered April 3, 1837, 
with authority to construct a railroad from Pitts- 
burg, by the course of the Monongahela and 
Yonghiogeny rivers, to some suitable point at or 
near Connellsville, The charter having lapsed, 
was revived by an act passed April 18, 1843, and 
the company authorized to extend their road be- 
yond Connellsville to Smithfield, or any other 
point on the waters of the Youghiogeny. In Jan- 
uary, 1853, the company obtained a charter from 
the State of Maryland, which conferred authority 
for the extension of the road into that State as far 
as Cumberland. The necessary surveys were 
commenced July 20, 1853, and the contract for 
the work on the division between West Newton 
and Connellsville, 25 miles, given out March 22, 
1854. This portion of the road was completed and 
opened for business September, 1855, at a cost of 
$547,639. On the 26th of April, of the same year, 
that portion of the first division of the road be- 
tween West Newton and Turtle Creek was con- 
tracted for, and the work immediately thereafter 
commenced, ané in the Spring of 1856, the con- 
tract was given out for the tunnel at Sand Patch 
Summit. The road was opened from West New- 
ton to Guffey’s Station, 8 miles, August 10, 1856 ; 
and to the Mouth of Turtle Creek, 15 miles, Jan- 
uary 14,1857. Operations at the tunnel works 
were suspended October 1, 1857, and have not 
since been resumed. Early in 1859 the work of 
construction was commenced between Turtle Creek 
and Pittsburg, and the road completed and brought 
into use on the 10th of October, 1861. The length 
of the Turtle Creek Extension is 1044 miles. On 
the Ist of November, 1861, this company took a 
lease of the Fayette County Railroad, of 12 miles 
in length, from its junction with their road, a mile 
east of Connellsville, to Uniontown, at an annual 
rental of $4,000 out of the revenue of that road, 
which it is not doubted will enable them to meet 
the rent and all current engagements. The road 
having been injured by the great flood of Septem- 
ber last, this company has agreed to repair the 
damage for a specific sum, reimbursable out of 





the rent, and also to purchase the rolling stock of 





the road, consisting of two small locomotives and 
a few cars, for the sum of $4,900, payable in two 
years. The total length of the Pittsburg and 
Connellsville Railroad, includifg the Fayette 
County Railroad, the Turtle Creek Extension, and 
the branch connecting with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at Brinton’s, will be 72 miles. 

The road as far as constructed, with the excep- 
tion of the Turtle Creek division, has been paid 
for chiefly in county and city bonds subscribed as 
capital. These securities are guaranteed in prin- 
cipal and interest by the company, and to a cer- 
tain extent are a lien on the road. No interest on 
any class of securities has been paid since 1857, 
and those issued by the city of Pittsburg and the 
county of Allegheny have been repudiated. Their 
validity however has been established by the legal 
tribunals of the State, but these have not not thus 
far succeded in enforcing the payment of the ac- 
cruing interest. Baltimore city has largely aided 
the company—at first by guaranteeing its bonds 
to the amount of $1,000,000, and subsequently by 
exchanging them for a like amount of its own 
stock and bonds, The work upon the Turtle 
Creek Extension was paid for by the proceeds of 
bonds secured only upon the work itself. The 
amount of ¢apital stock authorized is $3,000,000, 
of which $1,756,636 60 has been paid. 
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The funded debt of the company, $1,500,000, is 
described as follows: 

City of Baltimore, 6 per cent. loan, $1,000,000, 
dated July 1, 1856, and payable, July 1, 1886, and 
interest semi-annually, Jan. 1 and July 1, at Balti- 
more. On the 24th of June, 1843, an ordinance pass- 
ed the Baltimore City Councils, which guaranteed 
the bonds of this company to the amount of $1,- 
000,000.. The price these bonds commanded in 
the market was unsatisfactory ; and on represen- 
tations of the company a supplementary ordinance 
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was passed, June 10, 1856, authorizing the issue 
of city coupon. bonds and inscribed stock in ex- 
change for the guaranteed bonds, which last were 
subsequently cancelled. This loan, which consti- 
tutes a first lien on the road, consists of $94,000 
in city bonds, and $906,000 in city stock. A 
sinking fund, constituted of $12,000, payable an- 
nually, was provided for the redemption of the 
Toan at maturity. 

First mortgage construction 6 per cent. bonds 
$400,000, dated August 1, 1859, and payable 
August 1, 1889, and interest semi-annually Feb- 
ruary 1 and August 1, at New York. The whole 
provision under this mortgage is $400,000, which 
is secured on the section of road between Pitts- 
burg and Turtle Creek, 1034 miles, a special re- 
lease from the Baltimore mortgage to this extent 
having been granted. 

Bonds given for real estate, $100,000, due in 
1868 and 1883. 

The following statement exhibits the present 
condition of bonds and stocks issued in favor of 
the company by corporate bodies, including the 
bonds issued by the company for the construction 
of the Turtle Creek Division :

The entire receipts of the company during the 
year were $70,228 20; and the current expendi- 
tures, $48,888 69—leaving $21,217 06 as the net 
revenue of the year. Of this amount, $10,310 95 
has been expended upon the Turtle Creek Divis- 
ion for right of way, station houses, interest on 
construction bonds, etc.; $3,246 25 for interest 
on mortgage, debt and taxes on Monongahela de- 
pot ; $2,954 93 for real estate; and $4,704 93 for 
new machinery and buildings. The floating debt 
has increased $17,442 78. The gross earnings 
show a decrease of $10,447 06; with a decrease 





in expenses of $9,461 07. The construction ac- 
count has been increased $13,996 03 chiefly by 
the purchase of new equipment. The number of 
miles run by engines was 11,408—being 2,367 
miles less than the previous year.

The Cumberland River. 

The Cumberland river rises in the Cumberland 
Mountains, near the boundary between Virginia 
and Kentucky, and pursuing a westerly or south- 
westerly course enters Tennessee. After an exten- 
sive sweep to the south it turns north-westward ly 
and northerly, and enters and crosses Kentucky, 
entering the Ohio 11144 miles east of the mouth 
of Tennessee river, and 59 miles above the mouth 
of the Ohio. The entire length of the river is 
about 600 miles, and it drains a territory of 17,- 
500 square miles, It is navigable for large steam- 
boats and vessels to Nashville, 203 miles from the 
mouth, and for boats of 15 tons 300 miles further. 
At certain seasons of high water vessels of 400 
tons can descend the river 400 miles to the Ohio, 
and for half its length boats may navigate it at 
all seasons.. It is the second river in size which 
enters the Ohio, being inferior only to the Tennes- 
see. Below Nashville, the river is deep and nar- 
row, There are onthe borders of the Cumber- 
land 19 furnaces, 9 forges, and 2 rolling mills, 
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producing annually 44,500 tons of iron, valued at 
$1,673,000. 
The National Finances. 

We copy the following as the leading article in 
the Circular of Samuel Hallett & Co, :— 

The events of the past week have been of 
unusual interest and importance, and have ex- 
erted a corresponding influence upon financial 
and commercial affairs. The Banks have again 
extended important aid to government by 
making a large loan of Treasury Notes, which 
henceforth are to be used as specie in the set- 
tlement of balances at the Clearing House. 
The Treasury Certificates of deposit are to be 
used for the same purpose. Such an arrange- 
ment has the effect to put immediately into 
circulation a large amount of notes which have 
been accumulating in the banks, which are now, 
in commercial transactions, the equivalents of 
money, and which greatly facilitates the settle- 
ments between the banks. We are thus, at 
last, fairly launched, for better or worse, upon 
the broad sea of paper money. The result so 
far is certainly agreeable, as everybody appears 
to be benefitted thereby. Money is plenty. 
Business revives, and the expenditures of the 
war only seem to tend to increase the national 
prosperity. 

Another important event is the message of 
the President recommending to Congress the 
passage of a resolution declaring it expedient 
to aid the several States in the emancipation 
of their slaves. Such a declaration has been 
favorably received by all shades of political 
parties, and bids fair to unite all upon a definite 
and uniform policy, which shall at the same time 
be humane in its intent, without working a 
violent change in the social condition of the 
country. The favorable reception of the mess- 
age has exerted an influence over the Share 
and Money Market, as unity of sentiment gives 
increased confidence of strength. 

Another favorable feature is the steady pro- 
gress of the national authority. Every da 
adds to its area. The conviction is now uni- 
versal that in a comparatively short time, the 
integrity of the country will be restored. 
Trade follows our arms, so that military and 
commercial progress go hand in hand. 

Another important element toward an im- 
proved state of feeling is the tax bills recently 
prepared, and which are now fully reported. 
We do not deem it important to give these in 
greater detail than we have already done, till 
they become a law. They are looked upon as 
a guarantee for ample revenues to meet the 
wants of government, certainly on a peace 
footing. The eftect upon government securities, 
consequently, has been marked. The leading 
transactions in the market have been in these. 
They are still firmly held, though the large 
amounts that must speedily be offered, will 
prevent for the present, we believe, a continued 
advance. Government wants money by the 
hundreds of millions, and though the country 
was apparently never richer, yet sums so vast 
cannot be supplied without making money ac- 
tive, which will have an effect upon govern- 
ments, if not upon all kinds of securities. We 
entertain no doubt of the ability of the Treas- 
ury to borrow all that may be needed, but a 
party with wants so vast, whether it be an in- 
dividual or a nation, must pay pretty much in 
proportion to its necessities. Such. will be the 
result, however unclouded the present pro- 
spects. 

The new batch of Treasury Notes must soon 
make their appearance. Their influence upon 
business and prices of all kinds will be a most 
interesting subject. As they are to perform 
all the functions of money, we do not see how 
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a great inflation ior of. prices can be helped, to 


keep pace with the increased abundance of the 
common standard or measure of value. We 
anticipate a large increase in our foreign trade, 
notwithstanding the probable increase in rates 
of duties upon many articles. The co er 
will pay with his Treasury Notes, while the 
importer must pay in coin. We anticipate from 
this cause an increase in the market value of 
this as of all other articles. 

On the whole the aspect of affairs have at no 
time been so favorable since the commencement 
of our political disturbances. The progress of 
the national forces are now most rapid in every 
section of the country. Effectual resistance is 

already seen to be utterly hopeless. The in- 
surgents can no longer oppose adequate forces 
or resources to those operating against them. 
They have lost the whole sea coast, and the 
provision growing districts of the west, a loss 
which must soon leave them without food ; and 
have abandoned the works which they have 
been @ year in constructing, and which during 
all this time have threatened Washington. We 
refer to these matters, for the reason that the 
commercial affairs of the country are bound up 
in its political affairs.

An Atlantic Telegraph. 
The London Observer, in an article relative to 


a 
telegraph between Europe and America, says I 


“There is reason to believe that attempts will 
shortly be made to connect England and America 
once more by the electric telegraph, and this time 
with greater increased prospects of permanent 
success; Recent occurrences have impressed the 
Government of England and of the United States 
with the enormous importance of such a means of 
communication, and the President and Govern- 
ment of the United States have decided on giving 
every support in their power to apy well-consid- 
ered project of that kind. The Government of 
the United States have, in a liberal manner, 
oftered to subscribe one-half of the sum which 
would be required for making the cable, and 
give the use of vessela of their navy in assisting 
to lay it, provided the British Government will 
grant the remaining portion of the sum. 

Mr: Crrvus Fiexup, who took so active a part in 
reference to the former Atlantic telegraph, has, 
we are informed, undertaken a mission to this 
country for the purpose of inducing the British 
Government to act in a spirit of equal liberality and 
co-operation with this frieodly offer on the part of 
the United States. As further evidence of the 
friendly spirit which has actuated this offer, the 
Government of the United States are perfectly 
content that the telegraph should have its termi- 
nus on British territory, as that will affofd the 
nearest point of communication with England and 
Ireland. Any arrangements that would be enter- 
ed into between the two Governments would, of 
course, provide for the efficient working and use 
of the line, and would guarantee its protection by 
both countries in the event of hostilities. We are 
ata loss to see upon what grounds our Govern- 
ment can refuse to respond favorably to the offer, 
which, if not already made, will shortly be sub-

Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal. 

The Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal com- 
mences in North Carolina, at the mouth of North 
River, a wide and deep tributary of Albemarle 
Sound. The line extends up that river to the 


canal, thence through the canal to Currituck 
Sound, and up the North Landing river to the 
Virginia section of canal, and thence westerly 
through said canal to the South-west branch of 
Elizabeth River in the vicinity of Norfolk. 

The length of the company’s line of navigation 
is about 65 miles, but all except 54 miles in North 
Carolina from North River to Currituck Sound, 
and 8} miles in Virginia through Great Bridge 
swamp, consists of natural water courses varying 
in width from 200 feet to several miles. 

This improvement completed a chain of inland 
navigation from New York southward a distance 
of about 600 miles, It makes a line of continuous 
inland navigation from New York to Newbern, N. 
C., with only 71 miles of canal namely :— 

Delaware and Raritan Canal in New Jersey, 43 
miles; Chesapeake and Delaware Canal in Dela- 
ware, 14 miles; Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal 
in Virginia and North Carolina, 14 miles. 

Albemarle, Pamlico and Currituck Sounds, re- 
ceive the waters of twenty-one rivers, and a great 
number of smaller navigable streams, altogether 
watering upwards of twenty fertile counties, and 
affording about 1800 miles of navigation. 





Old Colony and Fall River Railroad. 
The Old Colony and Fall River Railroad Com- 
pany is a consolidation of the Old Colony Railroad 
Company and the Fall River Railroad Company. 

The Old Colony Railroad Company was incor- 
porated in Marck, and organized on the 25th of 
June, 1844, The work of construction was im- 
mediately commenced, and the whole line between 
South Boston and Plymouth, 37.26 miles, opened 
Nov. 10, 1845. In 1846, the road was extended 
to its present station in the city. The Abington 
and Bridgewater branch, 7.76 miles in length, 
was constructed in 1846-7. In 1848 a second 
track was laid between Boston and South Brain- 
tree, the point of connection with the Fall River 
Railroad, 11 miles. In 1847 leases were taken of 
the South Shore Railrpad, and the Dorchester and 
Milton Branch. That of the former was fora 
period of five years, during which the Old Colony 
Company agreed to run and maintain the road, 
and pay as rent, 6 per cent. on its cost. The 
lease terminated in 1854, resulting in a consider- 
able loss to the Old Colony Company. The Dor- 
chester and Milton road, 324 miles, was operated 
by the Old Colony Company np to the time of the 
consolidation, September 7, 1854. The cost of 
the Old Colony road at that date was $2,393,544 ; 
share capital $1,964,070; funded debt $223,200; 
floating debt $70,888, The following statement 
will show the earnings, expenses, etc., from 1846 
to 1853, inclusive :

The Fall River Branch Company was incorporated 
in March, 1844, with authority to build a railroad 
from Fall River to Myrick’s. The Randolph and 
Bridgewater Company was incorporated in March, 
1845, and authorized to construct a railroad from 
Bridgewater to the Old Colony Railroad in Brain- 
tree or Quincy. The Middleboro’ Company was 
also incorporated in March, 1845, with authority 
to construct a railroad from Bridgewater to the 
Fall River Branch at Myrick’s. The three com- 
panies were consolidated on the 8th of August, 
1845. The share capital of the original companies 
was as follows: of the Fall River Branch, $400,- 
000 ; of the Randolph and Bridgewater, $400,000 ; 
and of the Middleboro’, $250,000—making a total 
of $1,050,000. The road was opened from Fall 
River to Myrick’s Station, on the 9th of June, 
1845; and the whole road to its Junction with the 
Old Colony in Braintree, 42.24 miles, was com: 
pleted and put in operation on the 16th of Decem- 
ber, 1846. On the 7th of September, 1854, the 
Fall River and the Old Colony Railroad Companies 
were consolidated under authority coffferred by an 
act of the Legislature, passed on the 25th of March 
previous. ét that time the Fall River Company 
had no debt ; and the cost of the road, etc., $1,- 
050,000, was represented solely by the original 
share capital.

lien, and to a sale under the same, The following 
is the opinion of the court deliveredat the decision 
of the case: 


Hare, J.—This case comes before us on a de- 
murrer to a plea in bar, to a scire facias issued 
on a mechanic’s lien filed for materials furnished 
in and about the erection of a stable, which the 
plea avers to have been built, and to be now used 
for sheltering the horses employed in drawing the 
cars of the defeadants over their road, and to be, 
therefore. necessary to the enjoyment of the cor- 
porate rights and privileges of the defendants. 
The decisions undoubtedly establish that as the 
interest of the public in the administration of a 
public franchise, survives the grant by which it is 
made the property of a corporation, or an indi- 
vidual, aad is paramount to the right of the cre- 
ditors of the grantees, it cannot be taken in execu- 
tion and sold for the payment of debts. This is 
true, not only of the franchise itself, as for in- 
stance, of the right to carry passengers or freight 
on a railroad, but of. everything necessary to its 
enjoyment, and without which it cannot be exer- 
cised. It was accordingly said during the argu- 
ment, that a fiert facias cannot be levied on the 
rolling stock of a railway, or on the building 
where a turnpike or canal company collects its 
tolls, and there is good authority for the latter 
position, if not for the former. The exception 
thus made in favor of the possessors of franchises 
of this description is, however, in derogation of 
the general rules of law, and should not be carried 
further than the necessity in which it has its ori- 
gin requires. To sell the cars or locomotives of a 
railway to the hi.hest bidder, is st once and ne- 
cessarily to stop the working of the road, and the 
same result must follow, though indirectly, from 
the sale of the toll-houses of a canal, because tolls 
cannot be collected without the necessary means, 
nor the canal kept in repair without the collection 
of tolls, But it cannot be said to be absolutely 
requisite, that the stabling owned by the passen- 
ger railroads which traverse our great cities 
shouid be exempt from execution, because, al- 
though their cars are propelled by horses, and 
horses cannot be kept witbout proper buildings to 
keep them in, still those buildings may be rented 
and need not be owned by the company. And, 
although it may be more convenient to have the 
stable at the point which the company select as 
the terminus than elsewhere, yet any other point 
on or near the route, will do nearly as well, which 
cannot be said with regard to a toll-house, which 
must usually be placed at a particular spot, and 
cannot serve its purpose unless close to the line of 
the road or canal, The allegation in the plea that 
the stable in question is necessary for the enjoy- 
ment of the corporate rights and privileges of the 
defendants, is not admitted by the demurrer, be- 
cause the necessity which exempts from liability 
to execution, must be a necessity implied by the 
law from the impossibility of using and enjoying 
the franchise without the aid of the specific thing 
sought to be exempted. We, therefore, think the 
plea insufficient, and give judgment for the plain- 
tiff on the demurrer. 


French Statistics. 

The recent quinquennial report of the census 
exhibits the population of France to be 37,382,225. 
When the last census was taken, in 1856, it was 
86,039,364. This has not, however, been all natural 
increase, as since that time the annexation of 
Savoy and Nice have added 669,059 new French 
citizens to the population of France. The Minis- 
ter of France has just given publicity to the re- 
ceipts of the past year, The direct taxes collected 
up to the 31st of December, 1861, amounted to 
479,327,000 francs, upon a total of assessments of 
492,936,000 francs. The indirect taxes yielded, 
in 1859, 1,094,644,000 francs; in 1860, 1,073,712,- 
000 fancs, and in 1861, 1,099,566,000 francs. The 
augmentation of indirect taxes gathered from the 
sale of wines, liquors and tobacco, had been con-

siderable. In 1859, the liquor taxes yielded 174,- 
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271,000 francs; in 1860, 176,086,000 francs, and 
in 1861, 195,316,000 francs. The product of the 
sale of tobacco amounted, in 1859, to 176,744,000 
frances, and in 1861, to 215,255,000 francs. The 
price at which the government sells it has been 
raised twenty per cent. since the first named year. 
The number of suicides in France during the 
year just passed was 3899—an average of more 
than ten a day, and one in a little less than every 
ten thousand inhabitants. Three thousand fifty- 
seven of these were males and 842 females ; 16 were 
children under 15 years of age; 38 men and 11 
women were 90 years of age and upward, while 
the majority were between 40 and 60. Suicides 
were most frequent in the months of April, May, 
June and July, which in France, are usually the 
most pleasant of the year. The causes of death 
were: Hanging and dréwning, 2833; suffocation 
by charcoal, 271; guns, 206; pistols, 189; cutting 
instruments, 153; jumping from high buildings, 
110; poison, 93 ; not specified, 44. 





South American Trade. 

The British are making strong efforts to secure 
the trade of Chili and other South American 
States on the Pacific coast, by the establisment of 
a line of stgamers between the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic, through the Straits of Magellan, which will 
connect Chili more closely with England, by way 
of Brazil on the Atlantic side, and thenee in a 
direct line with Southampton. 

Whilst the Uuited States have almost a straight 
line, by way of the Isthmus of Panama, with Chili 
and the Pacific coast, and while she has a direct 
ocean communication with Brazil much nearer 
than England, yet she appears to be letting the 
trade of those countries, in a great measure, slip 
through her fingers, and run into a European 
channel. This apparent neglect or indifference 
will soon be felt and deeply regretted when her 
merchants shall behold a successful rival, with far 
less natural advantages, in the enjoyment of the 
commerce of South America, 

It seems astonishing that the United States have 
no steam communication with Brazil—a country 
of the first importance in South America—and it 
appear like a fatal, or at least an unaccountable, 
exception to the general enterprise and sagacity 
of her intelligent commercial men. England has 
steam communication with Brazil, and her steam- 
ers carry the mail from Valparaiso in Chili. Should 
her present project of a line of steamers through 
the Straits of Magellan be carried into effect it 
will very materially operate against the interests 
of the American Panama line, and must injurious- 
ly affect our commerce with both the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of South Ameria.— Philadelphia 
Com, List. 





The Tennessee River. 

The Tennessee river has its course chiefly in 
the State of Tennessee, and is the largest tribu- 
tary of the Ohio, Its most remore sources are 
Clinch and Holsten rivers, which rise in the Alle- 
ghany Mountains of Virginia. From Knoxville it 
pursues a south-west direction across the State 
and enters Alabama, when it pursues a westerly 
course for one hypdred and fifty or two hundred 
miles, and then tfrns north and enters Tennessee 
again, crossing the State and the western portion 
of Kentucky and entering the Ohio eleven and a 
half miles below the mouth of the Cumberland, 
and forty-seven and a half miles above the mouth 
of the Ohio. The whole descent of the river from 
its most remote source to its mouth is about seven- 
teen hundred feet. Its whole length by the course 
of the river is twelve hundred miles, It drains a 
surface of forty-one thousand square miles, There 
are no perpendicular falls and few rapids which 
obstruct navigation through its whole course. 
The greatest obstruction is at Muscle Shoals, Ala- 
bama, two hundred and fifty-seven miles from the 
mouth, to which point steamboats ascend. A 
canal thirty-six miles in length has been built 
around these shoals, and above the navigation for 
boats is unobstructed for two hundred and fifty 
miles, The river being rapid, is chiefly favorable 
for navigation down stream.

The Market for the week has been an active 
and buoyant one, under daily receipts of exciting 
intelligence from all quarters. It is the general 
believe that the pacification of the country is sub- 
stantially accomplished, and the market felt the 
full effect of such a conviction. It was a little 
lower at the close but steady at nearly the highest 
point reached. Railroad shares are sustained by 
the very large traffic of the roads, and which 
promises to be much greater for the present than 
any previous year. Money is active at seven per 
cent, Gold is selling at 17g to 2 per cent. prem- 
ium. Exchange is at 112 to 112%. 


Proposed Taxes on Travel. 

The National Tax Bili, reported to Congress, 
imposes a duty of two mills per mile on every or- 
dinary passenger conveyed by Railroad, after the 
Ist of May next, payment to be made by the com- 
panies. But in the case of persons who commute 
for not less than thirty days consecutively, the tax 
is to be three per cent. on the gross receipts. 
These regulations apply only to roads on which 
steam power is used. 

The proposed rate of taxation on steamboat 
travel, with the exception of ferries, is one mill 
per mile for every passenger, the distance being 
reckoned from the place of embarkation to thats 
of landing. On stages, city railroads, and all other 
means of regular conveyance from place to place, 
where steam is not used, the proposed tax is three 
per cent. on the gross receipts. 

The proprietors of all such railroads, steamboats 
and omnibuses, or those entrusted with their 
management, must, Within thirty days after the 
end of each month, furnish to the Assistant Asses- 
sor of the district, a list stating where such rail- 
roads are located, or where such steamboats, 
stages, &c., belong; the number of miles travelled 
by passengers, with the amount of commutation 
received and that of the duties accruing there- 
from. This statement must be sworn to by the 
owners or the officers in charge, and be accom- 
panied by the sum then due, which shall be paid 








to the Assistant Collector. 


In case of neglect to comply with this regula- 
tion for a period of thirty days, a penalty of five 
per cent, on the sum due will be imposed: Any 
attempt to defraud the government, will he visited 
with a penalty of $10 for each passenger carried 
and not properly accounted for, or ove of $1,000, 
at the discretion of the court, Passengers carried 
free are to be exempted from the payment of 
duty. 

In addition to the above, all railroad companies 
issuing bonds or other evidences of. indebtedness, 
payable at more than one year after date, are 
made subject toa duty of three per cent. on the 
amount of interest or coupons—the same to be 
deducted from all payments made after the Ist of 
May next. A list of such interest payments must 
be rendered to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, within thirty days after the time of their 
falling due, and every six months thereufter, duly 
certified and sworn to by the President, Treasurer, 
or other principal officer in charge. A penalty 
of $500 will be imposed for default in making out 
the returns ; and in the case of default in paying 
over the amount due, the assessment and collec- 
tion are to be made out according to the general 
provisions of the act. The remission of this sum, 
duly certified to, shall be a receipt for the same, 
as respects the party to whom such interest shall 
be owing. 

If the ordinary rate of passenger fare in the 
loyal States be placed at three cents per mile per 
passenger, it will be seen that the proposed tax 
will be nearly seven per cent. upon all gross re- 
ceipts for travel. This is equivalent to fully ten 
per cent. on net profits. On the great lines leading 


from this City, Philadelphia and Boston, where 
the passenger fare averages only a fraction over 
two cents per mile, these respective rates would 
be at least ten and fifteen per cent. In addition 
to this, is the proposed internal duty of $1 50 per 
ton to be levied upon railroad iron, which will of 
course enhance prices to the same extent at least, 
It seems to us that the railroad interest has hard- 
ly deserved to be saddled with so very oppressive 
a load as this.

A similar rate of increase 
for the last two months of the half year, would 
give a total of earnings for six months. of $4,- 
136,439 36; the earnings of the road for Feb- 
ruary, 1861, bemg $391,100 99; for March, 
$459,737 66. We presume the per centage of 
increase for the first four months of the half 
year will be more then maintained by the last 
two; if so, the earnings of the road are at the 
rate of $8,272,478 72 for the year. The high- 
est previous earnings for any one year, were 
those of 1856, which reached $6,400,000. This 
sum will be greatly exceeded the present. If 
the road earns $7,500,000 for the year, it can 
certainly count upon $3,000,000 as net earn- 
ings, which is the interest on $42,800,000. 
Whatever may be the exact result, enough is 
seen to show that the road is earning a large 
surplus over the interest on its funded debt 





and dividends on its preferred stock, which to- 
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gether, call for less than $2,000,000, The only 
thing in the way of a dividend on the prefer- 
red stock in July, are the over-due coupons, 
which to the amount of something like §$1,- 
000,000 are now being paid off. The earnings 
and prospects of the road are now fully up to 
the expectations of its most sanguine friends. 











The Commerce of Milwaukee in 1861. 

The annual report of the trade and commerce 
of Milwaukee for 1861 shows a highly gratifying 
rate of progress in the business of that port. Po- 
litical disturbances and financial difficulties grow- 
ing out of these have done very little, if anything 
at.all, to retard her growth, as will be seen from 
the statistics presented below. Milwaukee enjoys 
an excellent situation and her people have made 
the most of it. Two rivers unite within three 
miles of Lake Michigan and form her harbor, 
which has been improved by constructing two 
piers which extend into 14 feet of water and afford 
a channel way 260 feet wide. The bay outside is 
well protected by headlands on each side, As 
Lake Michigan on that parallel is never com- 
pletely frozen over, the port can bardly be said to 
be closed at any season of the year. The com- 
pletion of the Detroit and Milwaukee Railroad 
has given it every desirable facility for direct in- 
tercourse with the East and Europe, while the 
numerous roads extending toward the Mississippi 
render nearly all Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota 
directly tributary to it. 

The population of Milwaukee, as shown by the 
last census, was 46,000, against 32,000 in 1855, 
and 20,000 in 1850. At the present moment it is 
believed to reach 50,000. The place does not de- 
pend upon trade solely, but has several important 
manufactures, as flour-mills, tanne-ies, distilleries, 
brick yards, ship yards, etc. A valuable water 
power is obtained a short distance from the city. 

The flour and wheat trade of Milwaukee for 
1861 shows an immense increase over any previ- 
ous year, as shown by the follewing figures, re- 
ducing flour to bushels :

Among 
the sources of supply for wheat we find that the 
Milwaukee and Prairie du Chien Railroad brought 
5,872,415 bushels, the La Crosse and Milwaukee, 
5,489,248; and the Milwaukee and Western road, 
2,271,419. It is stated that towns along the lake 
shore north of Milwaukee have found it to their 
advantage to ship a large proportion of their sur- 
plus of wheat to that market. 

Various influences affected the wheat. market 
seriously, Of course, the most important was the 
we but this appears to have made some amends 

y diverting trade eastward from the Mississippi. 
The distraction in the currency, however, threat- 
ened for a time to be most disastrous; but ulti- 
mately that was got over and trade resumed its 
former channels, Apprehension of war with Eng- 
land, later in the season, led to a considerable de- 
cline in prices; this gust has also blown over, 
During the year prices varied from 68 to 93 cents 
per bushel. The estimated yield of Wisconsin, in 
1861, was about fifteen millions of bushels, or 
little more than half the amount of 1860. 

The trade in tbe coarser grains last year was 
inconsiderable, and except in the single article of 
rye ghows a decrease, as compared with 1860. The 
corn region proper lies below the parallel of that 
city. Below we give the aggregate of each kind 
received :

Adding these to the wheat received we have a 
grand total of 18,913,832 bushels, while the ship- 
ments reached 16,710,565, 

The receipts of wool during the year were 1,- 
000,226 Ibs. against 659,275 Ibs. in 1860, of hides, 
69,743, against 85,409. The provision trade is 
still small, brt increasing materially. The whole- 
sale grocery and drygoods trade fell off seriously, 

from various causes; at the same time, it is 
stated that the credit of Milwaukee was not tarn- 
ished by a single failure in either, while several 
new names have been added to both.

A large grain elevator has been erected at the 
termini of the Prairie du Chien and the Western 
Railroads, capable of storing 700,000 bushels. 
The capacity of all the elevators in the city is 2, 
470,000 bushels, which can be shipped at the rate 
of half a million bushels per day. ; 
The gross receipts of the Milwaukee and Prai- 
rie du Chien Railroad (formerly Milwaukee and 





Mississippi) in 1861 amounted to $1,153,406 67, 





against $799,841 45 in 1860, and $479,721 92 in 
1859. The new company is now paying the in- 
terest on its bonds with promptitude, and is stea- 
dily recovering ground under its present manage 
ment, The La Crosseroad shows an equally grati- 
fying condition. Its earnings in 1861 were $]1,- 
070,821 86, against $756,475 75 in 1860, $665,- 
493 56 in 1859, and $492,453 80 in 1858, It is 
believed that this line will ere long work its way 
to financial independence. The earnings of the 
Milwaukee and Western road are not given; but 
its business is shown to have nearly doubled dur- 
ing the year. The other lines terminating at or 
pointing toward Milwaukee show an equally grati- 
fying state of affairs. 





The Treasury Notes. 

New Yor«k Ciearine Hovse, March 7, 1862. 

A meeting of the Clearing House Association, 
was this day held at the Clearing House. Geo. 
S. Coe, esq., on behalf the Clearing House Com- 
mitte, reported: 

That at a meeting of the Committee, held on 
the 5th inst., the following resolution was 
adopted, viz. : 

Resolved, That the Committee consider, that 
it had become necessary and desirable, that the 
United States Demand Treasury Notes, be made 
a basis for the settlement of balances, at the 
Clearing House. 

He remarked that the subject had been care- 
fully considered by the Committee, and four 
modes of use proposed, as folluws, viz. : 

Ist. The direct use of the Demand Notes, 
for the settlement of balances. 

2d. The deposit of the notes in a bank se- 
lected for that purpose, and the use of certifi- 
cates representing such deposits, subject to 
the same conditions, and in all respects similar 
to the specie certificates heretofore used. 

3d. The deposit of the notes, as proposed by 
the second plan, in a bank, to be held in trust 
as a special deposit, but such deposits to be 
transferred and used in the settlement of bal- 
ances by drafts, drawn upon the deposits, in- 
stead of certificates representing them, as pro- 
posed by the second plan. 

4th. The use of Cetificates of Deposit—to be 
issued by the Assistant-Treasurer of the United 
States (upon a deposit of the Demand Notes 
in the Treasury) in convenient and special 
form, payable to the order of any bank, mem- 
ber of the New York Clearing House Associa- 
tion only. Such Certificates to be issued by 
the Assistant-Treasurer under the Authority 
of the act of Congress approved Feb. 25, 1862, 
authorizing the issue of ‘Treasury Notes payable 
on demand, to be a legal tender, and empow- 
ering the Assistant-Treasurers of the United 
State to receive deposits of such notes for 
not less than thirty days, payable after ten days’ 
notice, said Certificates bearing interest at the 
rate of 5 per centum perannum. The Commit- 
tee approved the second plan, as being less 
of an innovation upon the established usage of 
the Clearing-House than either of the other 
methods proposed, but they decided to refer 
the-subject to the Association for its decision 
without recommendation. 

On motion of Mr. Gallatin it was 

Resolved, That the Legal Tender United 
States Treasury Notes be used hereafter as a 
medium of settlement at the Clearing-House.
